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THE TONNAGE TAX 


It m u st be borne in mind that, it 
costs a certain sum to deliver ore to 
the market, and this coat includes 
w h a t is paid for taxes as now levied. 
This tax is fixed on an ad valorem 
basis and is paid into the county 
treasury. 


If you now add 
a tonnage 
tax, 
which goes into the state treasury, 
you increase by that amount the cost 
of th e ore to the operator and in 
turn reduce the profit which deter­ 
mines the value of fin* ore for taxing 
on the ad valorem basis. 
In other words, every citizen of 
Crow Wing county who favors the 
tonnage tax. a tax which he does not 
get, thereby helps to reduce the very 
tax which his county now collects on 
an ad valorem basis from that very 
same ore.
